Israel, (IS locked in 
spat over Kerry 
boycott remark 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israel 
and Washington were at log¬ 
gerheads on Sunday after 
senior Israels figures attacked 
US Secretary of State John 
Kerry for warning of a grow¬ 
ing boycott threat if peace 
talks fail. 

The latest spat erupted a 
day after Kerry warned of the 
potential economic impact on 
Israel if theUS-brokered ne¬ 
gotiations with the Palestini¬ 
ans collapsed, m which he 
made reference to "talk of 
boycotts " 

His remarks sparked sev¬ 
eral outspoken reactions from 
senior cabinet ministers m Is¬ 
rael, which prompted an un¬ 
usually pointed response 
from the US State Depart¬ 
ment urging Kerry's critics to 
get their facts straight. 


For Israel there's an in¬ 
creasing de-legitimisation 
campaign that has been 
building up. People are very 
sensitive So it There are talk 
of b oycotts and other kinds a f 
things," the US diplomat 
warned at a security confer¬ 
ence m Munich oil Saturday. 

His remarks quickly came 
under attack by a series of 
hardline Israeli ministers, one 
describing them as "offen¬ 
sive" and another accusing 
the US diplomat of working 
“to amplify" the boycott 
threat 

And even Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu told the cabinet that 
“attempts to impose a boycott 
on the State of Israel ars im¬ 
moral and unj ust"

"Moreover, they will not 
achieve their goal." 

But US State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki hit 
hack at Kerry’s critics. 

Kerry, she said, had 
demonstrated steadfast sup¬ 
port of Israel far over 3D 
years, "including staunch op¬ 
position to boycotts" and Ins 
remarks in Munich had 
merely "’described some well- 
known and previously stated 
facts about what is at stake 
for both sides if this process 
fails, including the conse¬ 
quences for the Palestinians " 

"His only reference to a 
boycott was a description of 
actions undertaken by others 
that he has always opposed," 
she sad 

"Secretary Kerry has al¬ 
ways expected opposition 
and difficult moments m the 
process, but he also expects 
all parties to accurately por¬ 
tray his record and state¬ 
ments." 

Earlier, Intelligence Min¬ 
ister Yuval Stemitz lashed out 
at Kerry in remarks earned 
by Israel's army radio 

"What Kerry said is offen¬ 
sive, unfair and intolerable," 
he sad. 

"You can't expect Israel to 
negotiate with a gun at its 
head while it discusses issues 
critical to its diplomatic and 
security interests." 

And Economy Minister 
Naftali Bennett of the far- 
right Jewish Home party, 
which is part of the ruling 
coalition but agamst territo¬ 
rial concessions to Palestini¬ 
ans, accused Kerry of taking 
sides against Israel. 

"Tliere is no nation that 
would give its country up 
aver economic threats, and 
neither will we, he said in a 
statement issued late on Sat¬ 
urday. 

"We expect our hi ends in 
the world to stand by our side 
in the face of the anti-Semitic 
boycott attempts, not amplify 
them." 

EDS aims for South

not trade with Israeli firms 


with ties to Jewish settie- 
m ents, highli ghtm g th e 
creeping success of a Pales¬ 
tinian-led boycott campaign.

cott which ended apartheid in 
South Africa. 

Last week, US actress 
Scarlett Johansson was 
forced to chose between 
being an ambassador for 
Gxfam and taking on a new 
role as the public face of Is¬ 
rael’s SodaStream, which has 
a factory in the West Bank, 
after the international aid 
group said the two roles were 
“incompatible." 

She resigned her position

On the same day, Nor¬ 
way's sovereign wealth fund 
blacklisted two Israeli com¬ 
panies involved m construc¬ 
tion in annexed east 
Jerusalem.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - In a 
colorful annual ritual of dubi¬ 
ous accuracy, the groundhog 
Punxsutawney Phil emerged 
from lus burrow Sunday and 
saw his shadow, thus predict¬ 
ing six more weeks of winter. 

The Pennsylvania rodent 
is the most famous of the 
furry weather forecasters for 
"Groundhog Day," an event 
with early roots m German 
folklore — and rather more in 
US media showbiz. 

According to legend, if 
Phil had not seen his shadow 
then spring would soon be on 
its way, bringing relief to a 
nation that has survived an 
especially harsh winter. 

But instead, the ground¬ 
hog purportedly announced 
That's not a football lying 
beside me,/ It's my shadow 



you see/ So, six more weeks 
of winter it shall be!“ 

The proclamation, pasted 
on the website 

groundhog.org, referred to 
Sunday's other big event -- 
the Super Bowl — held in 
New Jersey tins year, for the 
first time in an outdoor arena. 


The groundhog said he

Bodies litter looted 
South Sudan town 


BOR (AFP) - All that remains 
of Bor, a small market town 
that has changed hands four 
times m the latest South Sudan 
conflict, is an overwhelming 
smell of putrefying bodies and 
scattered trash that successive 
waves of looters ignored 
Warped sheets of rusting 
c orrugate d iron roofing, appar- 
ently the remains of market 
stalls, lie in tangled heaps 
Scattered across the street 
are the objects the looters did 
not want -- ragged bits of 
clothing, cardboard boxes, sin¬ 
gle plastic slippers. 

Tlie ruins of the town, in 
which hundreds of civilians 
w r ere killed, in some cases shot 
m the back as they fled, are 
eerily silent. 

Towards the town centre a 
b are fo a t wo man s cum e s 
across the mam sheet, a table 
on her head 

Residents han/e started trick¬ 
ling slowly back into town for 
a few hours just to see if' they 
can salvage any belongings the 
looters left behind 

Some of the bodies have 
b eeti piled into shallow graves. 
Others sail litter the streets, the 
white plastic sheeting -- now 
covered with a thick layer of 
yellow dust -- that covers some 
of them sin elds them from 
view but fails to disguise the 


fetid smell after days or weeks 
in the baking heat. Pedestrians 
hurrying past hold their breath. 

The mayor of Bor, Nhial 
Majak Nhial is angry. He says 
his priority is to see the rebels 
who raped and massacred in 
cold blood women, children 
and those too old to flee held 
accountable. 

It would be premature for 
residents to resettle the town 
right now, he satd. 

Tens of thousands fted Bor 
and its surrounding villages, 
preferring to take their chances 
against crocodiles in the White 
Nile and sniper fire from its 
banks - any tiling to get out of 
town Hundreds drowned in die 
attempt. Those who made it are 
now camping under trees in 
Awenal county on the other 
side of the river, where some 
have received help from aid 
agencies. 

Those who did not See are 
for the most p at dead 

Across town stands St An¬ 
drews Episcopal Church where 
some 40 people were massa¬ 
cred A side building has par¬ 
tially collapsed after being set 
on fire. 

Along the roads outside the 
town, where the odd military 
pickup bounces past, raising a 
storm of dust, similar atrocities 
have taken place.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama said 
m an interview that aired Fri¬ 
day that the upcoming Winter 
Olympics in Sochi will be 
"safe," although he cautioned 
there were "always some risks" 
of a terror attack. 

Hie United States has “a 
good sense" of the security 
measures b emg put in place by 
Russia, Obama said, adding 
that. Amencans p 1 armi ng to go 
to the Games in the Black Sea 
resort should do so. 

"I'd tell them that I believe 
Sochi is safe, and that there are 
always some risks in these 
large international gatherings,'" 
he said in the interview with 
CNN. 


"But the Russian authorities 
understand the stakes here 
They understand there are po¬ 
tential threats that are out 
there, and we are coordinating 
with them," Obama said 
Obama's comments fol¬ 
lowed warnings by some 
prominent US lawmakers of 
the heightened risk of attacks 
and complaints that the Rus¬ 
sians were not sharing intelli¬ 
gence wi til th e Am en cans. 

Some had said they would 
advise their constituents and 
family members to stay away 
from the Games, which run 
fiem February 7-23. 

Security fears have been ex¬ 
acerbated by two suicide 
bombings in the southern city 


of Volgograd last month -- 
Russia's deadliest in three 
years - that killed 34 people. 

US National Intelligence Di ¬ 
rector James Clapper said ear¬ 
lier this week that there had 
been a rise m reported threats 
related to the Winter Games, 
winch was not unusual for big 
international events 

But Obama said, ‘We're not 
discouraging in any way 
Am en cans fr om p arti cip atm g 
m what is always an amazing 
and wonderful event. 

"In these large settings like 
tins, there are always some 
risks involved. And 1 don't 
want to completely discount 
those. 

"As we've seen here m the 
United States, the Boston 
Marathon, there were some 
risks if you have cells of folks 
who are trying to do some 
damage." 

He was referring to two 
bombings near die finish line 
of the Boston Marathon on 
April 15, 2013 that killed three 
people and injured 264 others 

The attack was allegedly 
carried out by two ethrn c 
Chechen brothers, Dzhokhar 
and Tamerlan Tsarnaev. 

Federal prosecutors said this 
week they will seek the death 
penalty for Dzhokhar Tsar- 
naev, who was 19 at the time 
of the attacks. His 26-year-old 
brother Tamerlan was killed in 
a shoot-out with police.

US regulators probing 
cardio risks in 
testosterone products 


Tens of thousands march in Paris 
to back traditional family 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
federal regulators said Friday 
they were investigating prod¬ 
ucts containing testosterone 
after recent studies suggested a 
higher risk a f strokes and heart 
attacks in men being treated 
with the hormone 

The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration stressed, however, 
that it has “not concluded that 
FDA-approved testosterone 
treatment increases die risk of 
stroke, heart attack Dr death. 11 

Patients undergoing testos¬ 
terone therapy should not stop 
their treatment without con¬ 
sulting their physician hi st, the 
FD A re co mmende d. 

Heal til care professionals 
were also asked to consider 
whether the benefits of FDA- 
approved testosterone treat¬ 
ment were likely to outweigh 
Hie possible risk of treatment. 

The announcement followed 
publication of' a study on 
Wednesday by the PLOS ONE 
science j oumal suggesting that 
men aged 65 and older being 


treated with testosterone were 
twice as likely tD suffer heart 
attacks m the month after they 
began treatment. 

Hie study, which analyzed 
fin dings from 56,000 men in 
the United States between 
2008 and 2010. also revealed a 
sharply increased risk among 
younger men with a history of 
heart disease 

In November, a separate 
clinical study m the Journal of 
the American Medical Associ¬ 
ation reported that older men 
using testosterone, including 
many with a history of heart 
problems, faced a 30 percent 
greater chance of mortality, 
heart attack or cardiovascular 
event. 

A US government-funded 
study to determine whether 
men using testosterone gel to 
build muscle and increase 
strength was halted m 2009 
after the high rate of cardiovas¬ 
cular problems related to die 
treatment. 


PARIS (AFP) - Tens of thou¬ 
sands of people marched in 
Pans and Lyon on Sunday 
agamst new laws easing abor¬ 
tion restrictions and legalising 
gay marriage, accusing French 
President Francois Hollands's 
government of "family pho¬ 
bia". 

Police said 80,000 people 
took to the streets of the 
French capital, creating a sea 
of blue, white and pink - the 
colours of the lead organising 
movement LMPT (Protest for 
Everyone) -- who gave a far 
higher turnout figure of half a 
million 

Demonstrator Philippe Elm, 
a pastor from nearby Sevres, 
said he felt a "relentlessness 
against the family“ m France. 

At least 20,000 rallied in 
Lyon, many of them ferried in 
aboard dozens of buses, wav¬ 
ing placards reading "Mom 
and Dad, There's Nothing Bet¬ 
ter for a Child" and “Two Fa¬ 
thers, Two Mothers, Children 
With No Bearings" — a slogan 
that rhymes in French. 

Organisers in the south-cen¬ 
tral city estimated die crowd at 
40,000, their statement de¬ 
scribing a "wave of blue and 
pmk". 

" We are in a society that has 
lost many of its bearings, and 
everything that was an institu¬ 
tion. . winch sewed as a foun¬ 
dation, has gradually 
disappeared," said one pro¬ 


tester m Ins 40s who gave Ins 
name only as Erie "Attacks 
against the family are danger¬ 
ous for the family, for children, 
for the country. 1 * 

L M PT's p resi dent, Ludovin e 
de la Rachere, said she was 
thrilled with the turnout and 
appealed to the government to 
respond to the marchers' con¬ 
cerns. 

The movement opposes a 
slew of policies under Hol¬ 
land e -- the most unpopular 
French president of modern 
tunes -- including last year's 
law allowing gay marriage. 

Other targets of LMPT's 
protests include medically as¬ 
sisted procreation techniques 
for lesbian couples and m vitro 
fertilisation 

They are also demanding the

comb siting gender stereotypes 

In Lyon, politicians wearing 
their tricolour sashes walked at 
the front of the march behind a 
banner reading, in English, 
"Brussels, Leave Our Kids 
Alone" 

LMPT official Francois de 
Vi vies said the European Par¬ 
liament was set to review a re¬ 
port on Tuesday that “again 
tries to tell us how we are sup¬ 
posed to educate our children 

Tire report calls for a new 
EU action plan to combat ho¬ 
mophobia 

On Sunday a few counter- 
demonstrators waved signs be¬ 
hind Dela Rachere as sire gave 
a stand-up television interview, 
one reading: “Protect Our 
Children from the Witches".

US actor Philip Seymour 
Hoffman found dead in 
New York 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Oscar-winning actor Philip Seymour 
Hoffman was found dead in his New York apartment Sun¬ 
day, a taw enforcement official said. He was 46. Media re¬ 
ports suggested a drug overdose could be to blame, but 
the official, who declined to be named, told AFP the cause 
of death was under investigation. Police responded to the 
scene in Manhattan's West Village after receiving a call. 
The Wall Street Journal, which broke the story, said Hoff¬ 
man was found with a needle in his arm by a screenwriter 
in the bathroom of his apartment. Hoffman - whose re¬ 
cent movies included "The Hunger Games: Catching 
Fire" and "The Master" --won an Oscar for best actor in 
2006 for ’’Capote" and was seen as one of the pre-emi¬ 
nent actors of his generation. Bom Philip Hoffman in July 
1887 in New York state, he was the third of four children 
of a Xerox executive and a feminist housewife who di¬ 
vorced when he was nine. After inserting his grandfa¬ 
ther’s name, Seymour, between his existing names, he 
made his big screen debut in a 1991 Independent film 
called "Triple Bogey on a Par Five Hole."

LONDON (AFP)-Afteryears 
of squabbling, Harry Potter's 
best friends Ron Weasiey and 
Hermione Granger finally be¬ 
came an item -- but now their 
creator JR Rowling has admit¬ 
ted she made a mistake by 
marrying them off. 

Hermione -- whose quick 
wits get the teen wizards out of 
many a scrape m Rowling's hit 
novels -- would have been bet¬ 
ter off with hero Harry, the 
British author said in com¬ 
ments published by the Sunday 
Times newspaper 

In fact, Ron and Hermione 
would likely have ended up in 
marriage counselling, Rowling 
suggested. 

"For reasons that have very 
little to do with literature and 
far more to do with me cling¬ 
ing to the plot as I first imag¬ 
ined it, Hermione ended up 
with Ron." Rowling says in an 
interview with Wonderland 
magazine, previewed by the 
Sunday Times and due out 
next Friday. 

"1 know I in sorry, 1 can hear 
the rage and fury it might 
cause some fans, but if I'm ab¬ 


solutely honest, distance has 
given me perspective on that 
It was a choice l made for veiy 
personal reasons, not for rea¬ 
sons of credibility 

"Am I breaking people's 
hearts by saying tins'? I hope 
not." 

Rowling's interviewer in 
Wonderland was none other 
than British actress Emma 
Watson, who played Hermione 
in die blockbuster movie senes 
based on the Potter books. 

The actress agreed with 
Rowling, saying T dunk there 
are fans out there who know 


that too and who wonder 
whether Ron would have re¬ 
ally been able to make her 
happy" 

Rowling has sold more than 
450 million 'Copies of the 
Harry Potter books, which 
were made into eight films 
starring Darnel Radeliffe, Wat¬ 
son and Rupert Grmt as Ron 

Hie franchise has made 
Rowling an estimated fortune 
of £560 million ($920 million, 
623 million euros), according 
to die Sunday Times' Rich List

120,000 households without power 
as snow, sleet hit Slovenia 


LJUBLJANA (AFP) - LJUBLJANA. February 2, 2014 
(AFP) - Heavy snow and sleet battering most of Slovenia 
since Saturday blocked roads and railways, and left 
120,000 households without power across the Alpine 
country, local media reported Sunday. Slovenia's mete¬ 
orology agency ARSO declared a high alert over most 
of the country, urging citizens to stay at home and warn¬ 
ing the weather conditions on Sunday afternoon and 
overnight could still pose a serious threat to people and 
their pro perries. In the Fa stojn a area, some40 kilometres 
(24 miles) south of the capital Ljubljana, power lines col¬ 
lapsed under the weight of ice and snow or failing trees 
and could not be repaired due to the continuing bad 
weather. Power cuts were also reported in some areas 
of Ljubljana, Celje and Maribor, leaving around 120,000 
households or some 250,000 citizens in the country of 
two million people without electricity, private POP tv re¬ 
ported quoting electricity distribution sources. 


Sao 
Paulo 
swelters 
in record 
heatwave 

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Rest- 
dents of Brazil's business hub 
Sao Paulo are sweltering in 
record temperatures after a 
January with die highest aver¬ 
age in 70 years, while low 
rainfall could lead to water ra¬ 
tioning 

Meteorologists recorded 
35.S Celsius (9b.4 Fahrenheit) 
Saturday afternoon -- the high¬ 
est February temperature since 
records began in 1943. And the 
Imnet meteorological institute 
said Sunday the hot spell 
would continue 

The seething metropolis of 
30 million has been laboring 
under baking conditions since 
the turn of the year: 

Average temperatures of 
319 Celsius made January die 
hottest in 71 years 

The unrelenting heat — 
along with rainfall at an E 13- 
year low - has left water levels

Fears death toll could 
rise in Indonesia volcano 
eruption 


KARO (AFP) - Indonesian of¬ 
ficials searched through thick 
ash for bodies Sunday after 
Mount Sinabung volcano 
erupted, killing at least 15 peo¬ 
ple, with the only sign of life an 
ownerless mobile phone ring¬ 
ing inside an abandoned bag. 

Dark, searing clouds en¬ 
gulfed victims during the erup¬ 
tion on Saturday, leaving 
rescuers with little hope of 
finding survivors as they 
searched through ash up to 30 
centimetres (13 inches) thick. 

Officials said about 170 
people armed with chainsaws 
and oxygen apparatus spread 
out through the destruction m 
Sukameriah village, just 3.7 
kilometres (1.7 miles) from 
Sinabung's crater, Sunday be¬ 
fore the search was called off. 

"There's no sign of human 
life, All the crops were gone. 
Many houses were damaged 
and those still standing were 
covered in thick white ash. it 
was hard to walk m ash which 
nearly reached my calves," 
Gilo, who like many Indone¬ 
sians goes by one name, told 
AFP 

Sutopo Puiwo Mugroho, the 
spokesman for the National 
Di s aster M anag ement Ag ency, 
was unable to put a figure to 


the number of people still 
missing, but said there was a 
“chance" that the death toll 
might rise 

Residents had been evacu¬ 
ated from the village, located 
m the "red zone" around the 
volcano where human activi¬ 
ties are strictly banned. 

The search was halted Sun¬ 
day afternoon, said Lieutenant 
Colonel Asep Sukarna, who 
led the operation 

They hoped to continue the 
search tomorrow, he said 
Sukarna was pessimistic 
about finding anyone alive. 

Tire volcano on the western 
island of Sumatra started 
erupting m September, but an 
Saturday spewed hot rocks 
and ash 3.0DO metres (1(5,00 
feet) into the air, blanketing 
the surrounding countryside 
with grey dust. 

Fourteen people -- mainly 
local tourists, including four 
high school students on a 
sightseeing trip -- were killed 
by lethal heat clouds which 
cascaded clown the volcano 
Ann d the ap o calyph c 
scenes were ash-covered bo d- 
les, their faces swollen and 
their tongues sticking out, an 
AFP reporter on the ground 
said Saturday. 


Mother watches child, 
relatives swept away 
in Sicily river 


ROME (AFP) - An Italian 
woman watched aghast as her 
seven-year-old daughter and 
two other female relatives 
were swept to their deaths 
Sunday when an overflowing 
river m Sicily engulfed their 
car, media reported. 

Hie family members were all 
travelling in the same small 
Lancia hatchback before dawn 
when it was grabbed by the 
rushing waters in eastern Sicily. 

Tire woman and three other 
occupants made it out and to 
die safety o f the ri verb auk, but 
her daughter and two other 
women remained trapped in¬ 
side and drowned 

Elsewhere on the Italian is¬ 
land. a four-wheel-drive vehi¬ 
cle was also picked up by a 
raging river, but both occu¬ 
pants were rescued in an oper¬ 
ation involving a helicopter. 

Hie incidents occurred as 
Italy suffered a bout of foul 
weather over the weekend that 
Las unfurled rain and wind¬ 
storms across the country, 
making rivers surge and caus¬ 
ing widespread flooding

"She's making sure the set¬ 
tlement is going to work the 
way we intend it to work," 
Goodell said "We're working 
with her experts to convince 
her the settlement we reached 
is enough "We're confident we 
will get there" 

Vernon Davis, a tight end for 
the S an Francisco 49 ers, asked 
Goodell why the NFL didn't 
provide free health care far 
life. 

“I think the health benefits 
provided to current NFL play¬ 
ers ar e the best in the world," 
Goodell said "We have a lot to 
do for farmer players." 

NFL medical officials said 
Thursday that concussions 
dropped by 13 percent last sea¬ 
son after a crackdown on hel¬ 
met- to -h elm et ca ntaet.

NFL: Manning wins 
record fifth MVP 
award 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Denver quarterback Peyton Manning, 
set to lead the Broncos in Super Bowl 48 on Sunday, cap¬ 
tured an unprecedented fifth NFL Most Valuable Player 
award on Saturday. The 37-year-old signal-caller, who 
rewrote the National Football League record book this 
season, won in a landslide, collecting 49 of 50 votes from 
a nationwide media panel with the ballots tabulated by 
the Associated Press, New England quarterback Tom 
Brady received the only other vote for the regular-season 
honor. This season, Manning threw for an NFL single¬ 
season passing record 5,477 yards and a record 55 pass¬ 
ing touchdowns for a Denver attack that scored an NFL 
record 606 points. Manning, who was also honored as 
the Offensive Player of the Year S aturday, completed 450- 
of-659 passes, had just 10 interceptions all season and 
finished with a OB rating of 115.1. He tied an NFL rec ord 
by throwing for seven touchdown passes in the season 
opener against Baltimore. Manning's previous four MVP 
awards came with the Indianapolis Colts in 2003, 2004, 
2003 and 2009. He finished second in voting to Minnesota 
Vikings running back Adrian Peterson last year.

Strahan, 42, was a defensive 
end far the New York Giants 
from 1993-2007 and was 
named tire NFL Defensive 
Player of the year 111 2001 after 
setting an NFL single-season 
record with 22 1/2 quarterback 


sacks. 

Brooks was a linebacker for 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
from 1995-2003 He made 11 
Pro Bowls and never missed a 
game during his 14-season ca¬ 
reer 

Jones was an offensive 
tackle for the Seattle Seahawks 
from 1997-2009 A member of 
the NFL's All-Decade Team of 
the 2000s, lie was named All- 
Pro six times and voted to nine 
Pro Bowls 

Reed caught 951 passes for 
12,193 yards and S7 touch¬ 
downs 111 Ins Id-seas Dii career 
with the Buffalo Bills (1935- 
1999) and Washington Red¬ 
skins (2000). 

Williams was a cornerback 


(199 1-2000) and St. Louis 
Rams (2001-2004) A four- 
time All-Pro and ergilt-time Pio 
Bawl selection, he intercepted 
55 passes for S07 yards and 
nine touchdowns during his 14- 
season career. 

Humphrey was a defensive 
lineman with the Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons (1963-1973) and Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles (1979-1931). He 
was named first-team All-Pi 0 
five times and earned six Pro 
Bawl nods during Ins career. 

Guy is the first punter to 
make the Hall of Fame. He 
played with the Oakland/Los 
Angeles R.aiders from 1973-
